DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shimizu 
(US 6,213,962). 

Shimizu teaches a base 7, a shaft 10R, one actuating pin 25, first actuating device 15, 13, 
second actuating device 15, 21 rotatably attached onto the shaft 10R. The actuating device 
includes first 24a and second 25b seats for selectively engaging with the actuator pin 25. First 
16R and second 16L massage member attached to the first and second actuating devices. Each 
of the first and second actuating devices include at least one inclined surface shown in figure 4. 
It is not clear if Shimizu teaches an embodiment that includes a second set of massaging 
members within the device however, there appears to be no unobviousness to provide a second 
set of massaging members so as to massage a larger area of the body. It has been held that mere 
duplication of the essential working parts of a device involves only routine skill in the art. St 
Rezis Paver Co. v. Bemis Co., 193 USPQ 8 (CA 7 1977), In re Horza, 274 F.2d 669, 124 USPQ 
378 (CCPA 1960). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify 
Shimizu to add a second pair of massaging members so as to massage a larger area of the body.
